1850-68-JOURNAL STAMPS. 
Sometimes used for revenue and sometimes for postal purposes. 
In order to understand the various uses of these stamps, we must return to 
the year 1850 at the time that the friends of Prince Louis Napoleon arranged 


the Coup d’ Etat. 


I was thought advisable to shackle the press by establishing a stamp tax 
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on political journa's. The law proposed by Mr. Rouher did not seek to veil 
these intentions: 

“These measures will accomplish a double result: In the first place they 
will add to our budget of receipts a revenue which can be estimated at no 
less than six millions, and besides that they will act as a safeguard against the 
destestable doctrines, by weighing most heavily on the miserable sheets which 
are being circulated at a low price in all our cities, and in the country, pro- 
pagating prejudice, encouraging error, exciting the passions and corupting 
the public conscience.”’ 

This law was passed on July 16th, 1850, and it contained the curious 
principle that the revenue stamps should prepay postage on newspapers. 

Article 12. After August 1st, next, newspapers and periodicals or period- 
ical issues of political engravings or lithographs of less than 10 pages 25x32 
decimetres square or of less than 5 pages 50x72 decimeties square shall be 
subject to a stamp tax, 

This tax shall be 5 centimes for each sheet of 52 decimetres square or 
fraction thereof in the departments of Seine and Seine-et-Oise, and of 2 cen- 
times on journals, engravings or periodical writings published anywhere else. 

Article 15. This stamp will serve as prepayment, to the profit of the 
editors of journals and writings as follows: 

That of 5 centimes for the transportation and distribution in all parts of 
the republic, 

That of 2 centimes for the transportation of journals and periodical writ- 
ings in the interior of the department (except those of Seine and Seine-et 
Oise) where they are published and the neighboring departments. 

The journals or writings will be transported and distributed by the ordinary 
service of the postoffice. 

Other articles indicate a scale of taxes, and there is a tax of 1 centime on 
newspapers which publish novels, novelettes etc. 
should be borne in mind: 

Article 20. A reduction of 1 centime will be made on all papers which are 
transported and distributed at the expense of the editor in the interior of the 
city, and in Paris in the interior of the little suburbs. 

For'the execution of the law of July 16th, 1850 (decree of July 27th, 1850), 
a series of stamps of the values of 1, 2, 244, 4, 5 and 6 centimes of the nation- 
al type were established, but while awaiting the completion of these stamps, 
the administration provisionally made use of various others, among which we 
find bill stamps, postage stamps, etc. 

‘These stamps were struck in black ink, while those intended to show that 
the editors had received the reduction of 1 centime authorized by Article 20 
had to be struck in red ink. 

‘The journal stamp which was to serve as prepayment had to be struck at 
the upper right angle of the displayed sheet; they must not be covered by 
any printing and the journal had to be folded in such fashion that the stamp 
and date of publication were plainly visible. 

For our purpose we have omitted all the articles of the decree which do 
not interest us directly and it appears to us, in summing up, that the only 
stamps of this character which should be considered as having prepaid the 
postage on journals are those of 2 and 5 centimes although all the values in- 
dicated before could have been used for such prepayment. 

1850. Provisional stamps, type of advertisement stamps for the 2 cen- 
times, and revenue stamps for the 5 centimes. 

Depattments—2c black

Very soon, however, the black revenue stamp used for journals lost its pre- 
paying qualities. 

The decree of Feb. 17th, 1852, re-established the postal rates on journals 
and other writings subject to the stamp tax, the privilege being retained only 
for periodicals: 

Departments—3 centimes, 

Seine and Seine-et-Oise—6 centimes. 

For non-periodicals 5 centimes, 

However, the editors found a considerable economy of time that the sheets 
of white paper, which they carried to the treasury before printing the 
journals, were prepayed and taxed at the same time, so that they could be 
sent to the postoffice at the last moment without the necessity of being counted, 

In consequence a Ministerial decree of Nov. 25th, 1854, provided that the 
stamping of the stamp of registration on newspapers could include prepay- 
ment of postage under the following conditions : 

The stamp printed in black ink is simply fiscal. The same stamp printed 
in blue ink costs 2 centimes more for the postage (the inscribed value remain- 
ing the same), and prepays postage to all places situated in the departments 
where the journals are published. 

The same stamp printed in red ink will cost 4 centimes more for postage 
(the inscribed value remaining the same,) and prepays to all parts of France 
and Algeria, 

The following should, therefore, have existed. 

1854. Imperial stamp, profile of justice. 


Departments:—3¢c (fiscal only) black, 
3c (plus 2c for postage) 
3c (plus 4c for postage) red,

We employ the doubtful form in describing these journal stamps as we 
have not found all the varieties that we have indicated; their employment 
having been optional, it is probable that some kinds were never used. On 
the other hand, although these stamps represent a revenue tax, and prepay- 
ment was accomplished by means of real postage stamps, collectors, by error, 
are not particularly anxious to preserve them, probably on account of their 
similarity to revenue stamps, and also on account of the crudeness of their 
impression. 

1868. Same stamps. 

Other stamps were created to conform more accurately with the conditions 
of the law introduced on May 28th, 1865. 

“In the present state of legislation, paper destined for the printing of news- 
papers and other periodical writings, subject to the stamp tax, must be stamp- 
ed before being printed, and this work can be performed only by the chief 
office of the department. As a result, the editors of publications printed far 
from the chief office have to bear the cost of transportation, and sometimes a 
considerable loss will result. By reason of this inconvenience, several 
petitions have asked that the application of the stamp be made in all the 
principal offices of the Arrondissement. These requests were disregarded on 
account of the considerable expense and the necessity for supervision which 
their carrying into effect would have imposed on the state. It has appeared 
to the government that the desired end could be attained by the optional em- 
ployment of stamps which would be sold by the officers of the Bureau of 
Registration to the printers of newspapers and other periodical writings, and 
that these, themselves, could affix the stamps under certain conditions, pre- 
venting all abuses, This proposition was received with favor by the com- 
mittee of the press of the departments. It forms the object of the additional 
article, which we have the honor of presenting to you.” 

The authority to employ these stamps was granted on July g1st, 1867. 
The tax, fixed by the law of May r1th, 1868, was 5 centimes for journals 
published at Paris, Seine and Seine-et-Oise, and 2 centimes for the depart- 
ments. 

A series of stamps was created for each one of these classes. 

The issue took place on December rgth,1868, at first in unperforated stamps, 
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Departments :—2zc (fiscal only) violet, 
2c (plus 2c for postage) blue, 
2c (plus 4c for postage) rose. 


Seine :— 5c (fiscal only) violet, 
5c (plus 2c for postage) blue, 
5c (plus 4c for postage) rose. 
Immediately thereafter appeared the same stamps perforated 12. 
Departments :—2c violet, 
2c blue, 
2c rose, 
Seine :— 5c violet, 
5c blue, 
5c rose, 

These stamps were sold to the editors of journals, ror being counted as 
100, making a reduction of one in each one hundred as an allowance for 
waste, The unperforated stamp of 2c blue is rare and the 2c rose is very 
rare. 

As to the 5c, we have seen only a few specimens, and they were unused; 
we believe that none were used except the 5c violet, which is very rare used. 


CANCELLATIONS, 


Article 72 of the regulations of December roth, 1869, for the use of stamps 
for journals, determines the manner in which these stamps are to be em- 
ployed. 

“These stamps are to be affixed by editors of journals and periodical 
writings at the upper right angle of the last column of the first page of the 
journal, so that they shall be obliterated by the impression of at least four 
lines of the article inserted in this column. The sheet shall be printed and 
folded in such fashion that the stamp shall be found on the outside fold, or 
at least on the reverse of this fold, so that the stamp can be seen without 
unfolding the journal or removing the band.” 

We possess several of these stamps cancelled with a date stamp, and we 
shall speak of these later on. 

1870. 

FALL OF THE EMPIRE. 

Third Republic. 

After numerous mistakes in which all the faults of its policy were unfolded, 
the Empire was greatly compromised. The opposition with Thiers, Gam- 
betta, Rochefort, etc., became redoubtable. Napoleon being sick and more 
undecided than ever, allows the Empress to work for the advancement of 
her son. Luxury and apparent prosperity obscured the squandering and 
carelessness and the disorder is taken advantage of by Bismarck. The 
Emperor, badly advised by his surroundings, falls into the trap which is set 
for him, and declares war with Prussia on July roth. 

Mr. Ollivier, chief of the Ministry, replies that this waris undertaken with a 
light heart. The minister of war declares that we are ready and that the 
Prussian army does not exist, Large bands of hirelings traverse the streets 
of Paris, crying ‘On to Berlin, Hurrah for the War.” 

Unfortunately, our organization was extremely poor, while our enemies 
had long been preparing for this war. From the very beginning, our soldiers 
were without supplies, without amunition and sometimes without command, 

Wissembourg, Woerth, Froeschwiller. Reichsoffen were the beginning of 
our disasters, 
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On September 2nd, 1870, the Emperor capitulated at Sedan, and delivered 
86,000 men to the enemy. ™ 

The consequence of the receipt of this news at Paris was the overthrow of 
the Empire and the proclamation of the Republic. Negotiations with the 
conqueror were fruitless, They wanted Alsace and Lorraine, and the war had 
to be continued. 

The entire public service was disorganized, and the post-office in particu- 
lar. At the approach of the enemy, the postmasters burned the postage 
stamps which they could not carry away with them 

The Germans took possession of the postal and telegraph offices and placed 
them in immediate communication with their own administration. The 
official despatches and even the Fe/d-fost letters and cards, with which each 
soldier was regularly supplied, suffered no delay whatever in carrying to 
Germany the news of our successive defeats. 

Before the investment of Paris, which had been expected no more than 
the rest of what happened, the administration hurriedly sent almost its entire 
stock of postage stamps to the departments, and was employed at the mint in 
engraving stamps with the head of the Republic from the plates of the 
stamps of 1849-50, which had been preserved, 

The newspapers announced that stamps with the Imperial profile were to 
be abolished, but this statement was immediately denied, as these stamps 
formed the entire stock on hand; postmasters of small bureaus were advised 
to adopt prepayment without stamps wherever it was possible. We have 
seen various letters from Paris and the departments bearing a small P. P, 
(port paye) in red or in black. 

Tue SIEGE OF Paris, 

On Sept. 18th, 1870, Paris was invested by the German army; the follow- 
ing day the wagons of the post office had to return to Paris with their bags 
of dispatches. Several carriers of dispatches or letters tried to pass the line 
of the enemy, but only a single one succeeded in going and returning by this 
means, which had to be abandoned on account of its great danger. 

Paris, the heart of France, without communication! This was imp ssibe, 
and the’idea was presented to have recourse to balloons and the first attempt 
was made on Sept. 23rd by the aeronaut Duruof, who carried from Paris a 
bundle of letters and dispatches and succeeded perfectly, the balloon alighting 
near Evreux. Immediately Mr. Rampon, the Director of Posts during this 
trying time, organized workshops for the construction of balloons, and on 
Sept. 26th the two following decrees were issued. 


Ist DECREE. 


Article I. The Administration of Posts is authorized to send ordinary 
letters destined for France, Algeria and foreign countries by passenger 
balloons. 

Article 2, The weight of letters sent by these balloons must not exceed 
4 grammes; the charge for the transportation of these letters shall be 20 
centimes. Prepayment is obligatory. 

Article 3. The Minister of Finance is charged with the execution of this 
decree. 


2d DECREE. 
Article 1. The Administration of Posts is authorized to transport by means 


of non-passenger balloons postal cards bearing on one side the address of 
the addressee, and on the other side the correspondence of the public. 
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Article 2, The postal cards are on vellum card, of the weight of 3 gram- 
mes at the highest and ri centimetres long by 7 centimetres wide. 


Article 3. The prepayment ofthese postal cards is obligatory, The charge 
is 10 centimes for France and Algeria. The rate for ordinary letters is ap- 
plicable to postal cards intended for foreign parts. 

Article 4. The government reserves the right to retain any postal card 
which may contain information that might be of use to the enemy. 

Article 5. The Minister of Finance is charged with the execution of this 
decree, 

An order of the Postal Administration says besides: 

In executing the above decree, the Director General of Posts has the honor 
to inform the public that as the ascension of passenger ballons can take place 
only at indefinite times, ballons will be sent out, beginning with to-morrow, 
Sept. 28th, if possible. 

The correspondence which the public sees fit to send by this means must 
be written on vellum card etc. (then follows description given before.) 

Any letters which the public expressly desires to be forwarded by passenger 
ballon must bear on the address the following caption: Par Ballons Montés 
ete. 

In case not all of the letters can be sent at the departure of the ballon, the 
preference will be given to the lightest letters. 


THE BALLOON Post. 











The balloon service was continued during the entire time that Paris was 
besieged; from Sept. 23rd, 1870, to January 28th, 1871, 65 ascensions were 
made, and we give herewith, in chronological order, the most interesting : 

Sept. 23rd. Le Neptune, belonging to M. Nadar, carried 103 kilograms of 
addressed letters; By the Aeronaut Duruof. 

Sept. 26th. La Citta di Firenze, navigated by M. Mangin, carried the first 
carrier pigeons. ‘ 

Sept. goth. Ze Celeste, navigated by Messrs. Tissandier, carried 80 kilo- 
grams of letters, 
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Oct. 7th. LZ’ Armand Barbes navigated by Trichet, carried Gambetta and 
Spuller and ro kilograms of letters. 

Oct, 12th. Le Washington, 300 kilograms of letters. 

Oct. 18th. Zhe Victor Hugo, 440 kilograms of letters. 

Oct, 22d. Le Garibaldi, 550 kilograms of letters (this was the largest load). 

Oct. 28th. Le Colonel Charras, 460 kilograms of letters. 

Nov. 4th. Ze Galilée, ascended from Orleans on the day of the re-taking 
of that city by the Prussians, the passengers, Husson, sailor, and Vidal, 
engineer, were taken prisoners. Vidal succeeded in escaping. 

Nov. 6th. Za Ville de Chateaudun, 455 kilograms of letters. The two 
areonauts for some time drew the fire of the Prussians. 

Nov. 12th. Za Daguerre alighted at Ferrieres, the passengers were taken 
prisoners, but the despatches were saved by the sailor Buffet. 

Nov, r2th. Ze iepce, carried Messrs. Dagron, Fernique, Boisot and 
Guocchi, and the photographic apparatus for despatches to be sent by 
carrier pigeons; as they descended near the Prussian lines, the apparatus 
was lost. 

As the Prussians pursued all the balloons with their projectiles, after the 
18th of November departures were made at night and without previous notice. 
Nov. 21st. L'Archimdde, 220 kilograms of letters, alighted in Holland. 

Nov. 24th. La Ville d’Orleans with 250 kilograms of letters, alighted in 
Norway. 

Nov, 28th. Le Jaguard with 250 kilograms of letters, navigated by Price 
and a sailor, was lost at sea with all lives and property. 

Dec, 15th. La Ville de Paris with 65 kilograms of letters and pigeons 
alighted in the Grand Duchy of Nassau; the three aeronauts were taken 
prisoners. Delamarre, a sailor, succeeded in escaping and returned to Paris. 

Jan. 27th. Le Richard Wallace, navigated by Lacaze was lost at sea with 
men and goods. 

We state here that the price of these ballons, fully inflated, was from 5 to 
6,000 francs, but the large number of letters which they carried formed an 
important income for the postal administration. In fact, all letters weighed 
about e@ grammes on the average and paid 20 centimes, which produced 
about 10,000 francs for every 100 kilograms of letters, and several ballons 
carried up to 400 and 550 kilograms. 

The small non-passenger ballons intended to carry postal cards were con- 
structed of oil paper about 6 metres in diameter, and inflated with hydrogen 
gas. Mr. Godard had contracted to furnish them at the price of 150 fr., 
each. A single ascension was made on Sept. zoth, carrying 4 kilograms of 
cards. 
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We possess one of these cards which we justly consider a great rarity. It 
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is without inscription, and the hand stamp which obliterated the postage 
stamp bears the following inscription: Paris R.St, Dom. St. GN. 56. 6e 29 
Sept. ’70. 

We do not know what events were the cause of its arriving only one’month 
later as can be seen by the date stamp visible on the illustration herewith. 
Saint-Jean-De-Lux, 1e 23 Oct, 70. We are not sure of this but undoubtedly 
the balloon collapsed and the package of cards was found by chance in the 
fields or hanging to a tree. 

The Administration of Posts, hampered on all sides, left it to private enter- 
prise to manufacture balloon cards and letters, which, could like those above, 
be sent without inscription, but the retail dealers in tobacco, paper and books 
soon offered for sale various types of which we give the principal ones:

The cards and letters with emblems are our own, made in conjunction with 
Mr. Durrieu, a great Alsacian collector, and formerly Receiver General of 
Bas-Rhin. 

The devices will appear to-day somewhat exaggerated, but in 1870 they 
embodied, according to our ideas, that which the large majority of Parisians 
wished to communicate to their friends beyond the line of investment and to 
Germany if by chance the aeronaut and his charge should fall into their 
hands. In the first few days of the siege 30,000 of our balloon letters were 
sold. 

We must state, en passant, that the business in postage stamps for collectors 
was absolutely dead during the siege and during the Commune, but started 
up brilliantly immediately thereafter, Balloon letters soon found a competi- 
tion which completely stopped their sale. We shall now speak of the defters 
journaux.

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THE 1-2 BaloccHo OLIVE STAMP OF THE ROMAN 1 STATES. 
(Translated from Le Timbre Poste.) 


Mr. E. Dieno has just published a poser in a very well written article, in the 
Filatelica,in which he proves that % Bajoccho olive stamp of the Roman 
Stamp is only an imitation, and we cannot understand how it is that it was 
not discovered until now, as it made its appearance in 1871 or 1872. The 
stamp was made by lithographic transfer, all the details of the design cor- 
responding exactly with the original, but the impression often leaves much 
to be desired and appears very much blurred. 

On the genuine sheets, the stamps are separated by two lines running 
across the entire sheet and crossed by two other vertical lines. A large 
margin shows that the stamps are placed at a great distance from one another 
which is not the case in the genuine stamps. Mr. Diena writes that recently 
the price of these stamps has been advanced to M.100. We, therefore, con- 
sider it our duty to warn our readers against this fraud of 20 years or more 
standing. 





THE RECENT SURCHARGES OF SAN MARINO. 
(By Emitio Diena.) 


Translated from Le Zimbre Poste. 


I have recently been asked by one of my friends if there has really been an 
official issue of surcharged stamps of San Marino, and in order to obtain the 
information, I addressed the Postmaster General of the Republic, asking him 
for information on the subject. 

The Postmaster General was very obliging and replied by the following 
letter, which proves to the entire world that the phylloxera of speculative 
surcharges has made its appearance in this little republic: 

Dear Sir:—It is a fact that the following provisional stamps have been 
issued: 

10,000 30c reduced to 5c 


“c Ld 


20,000 10c 5c 
40,000 20c * ” 0c 
All of these three kinds, as soon as they were placed on sale, were bought 
up by speculators, who are now holding them for at least 50 Centimes each. 
As there exists only a small quantity, these stamps will certainly be sold at 
high prices, and above all, a few hundreds which, by error of the printer(?), 
have been surcharged with inverted surcharge all of which, it is said, have 
been sold at 2 or 3frs. each. If you desire any of these stamps you may 
address Mr who purchased a quantity of them. 
The money order cards are not yet in use, but they are expected next 
month, 
Of the old stamps, only the 2, 20 and 25c remain, as all the other values 
have been bought up recently. 
The new stamps of 1 lire and 45 Centimes will be in use about the r5th of 
this month or a little later; also those of 5, 30 and qoc in new colors, 
I am sure that I have duly answered all questions in your letter, and I 
present to you my best compliments. 
(Signed) G. BONELLI. 
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This document shows us that after having obtained 5c stamps by surcharg- 
ing 30 and roc stamps, they had to make some ofthe latter value by surcharg- 
ing the 2oc. 

I am curious to know whether the Italian Minister of Posts and Telegraphs, 
on which the bureau of San Marino depends, has knowledge of these facts, 
and I shall ask him why he does not provide a sufficient stock of stamps for 
the little bureau of the Republic, so that it can satisfy the wants of its citizens, 
and supply those of collectors and dealers in postage stamps. A few months 
ago, the Director of Posts of the Republic, whom 1 asked for some of the 
Postal Packet Tickets, refused to furnish them, as he had no authority from 
the Italian Minister of the Postoffice. The order arrived a little later from 
Rome, and the tickets were duly sent me. Without doubt the Italian Minister 
should also have been informed of this provisional issue. 

Some years ago the political journals announced that the Republic of San 
Marino had refused several brilliant offers from speculators for the installation 
of roulette and trente et guarante, for which the latter Republic received praise 
from all sides. Now, however, some of its sons have allowed themselves to 
be tempted by a philatelic speculation, which will be followed by others if 
Italy does not interfere,”

We also understand that one sheet exists with the surcharge in red and 
an additional surcharge in black. This, however, is merely a proof or trial sur- 
charge and not worthy the notice of stamp collectors, It appears that it was 
the original intention to surcharge the stamps in red ink, and a single sheet 
was tried in that color, It was found that the red did not show off well on 
the brown, and they used the same sheet for a trial with the black surcharge, 
Some enterprising speculator in Barbados obtained this trial sheet, and no 
doubt expects to buy a good slice of the Island with the proceeds of his 
speculation. We think it high time that collectors sat down on this kind of 
business, and we therefore take this early opportunity to warn our readers 
against purchasing any of these great rarities.

The other is a 1 real, 1861 black on yellow paper, being the same paper as 
that used in the 4 reales stamps of that issue, the stamp has an early impres- 
sion of the plate; good, clear, black impression, used copy, surcharged 
“Vera Cruz” 

1856, 2 reales, light green on dark green paper. 
1861, 1 real, black on yellow paper. 
—Philatelic Journal of America. 

We cannot, of course, deny that these varieties exist, but it is possible that 
they are merely changelings, and it is therefore well to accept them with a 
“grain of salt’’. 

We have just received a small lot of 1c stamps of the 1884 issue 
printed in blue. The color is exactly like that of the one peso stamps, 
and cannot under any circumstances have been due to any chemical change. 
The stamps are perforated, and while they may never have been issued, there 
can still be little doubt that they were regularly printed and withdrawn as 
soon as the error was noticed. We cannot say whether any of these stamps 
ever went through the mails; at the sametime, we had submitted to us some 
1, 4 and roc stamps in unperforated condition, but these were proofs, as they 
were not on the same paper as the regular issue of stamps. 
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We illustrate below the officially sealed stamp chronicled by us last month,

SUAHELI.—From one of our readers we have received news about a set of 
stamps which is said to have been in use here, and also some specimens on 


Original letters. The story appears very queer to us, but we must acknowl- 
edge the stamps, which are said to have been issued by Sultan Fumo Bakari 
in July, 1889, as we have the certificate of the Berlin representative of the 
Sultanate of Suaheli. We present herewith, verbatim, the letter of our cor- 
respondent: “ Enclosed, I hand you two envelopes with six stamps of the 
Sultanate of Suaheli. I have just received these from my correspondent 
there, in whom I have perfect confidence, and who has lived there for a 
number of years. The stamps are extremely scarce, as very few Europeans 
live there or are active there. 

“The Sultanate of Suaheli is situated on the Eastern coast of Africa, between 
the Equator and 3 degrees latitude.South. The capital is Wito, which is 
frequently written ‘Witu.’ At times, on account of its brevity, this name 
has also been used to designate the country itself, so that the readers of 
hewspapers will have frequently heard of Wituland, Witu Sultanate and 
Sultanate of Witu 

“Through the endeavors of the Brothers Clemens and Gustave Denhardt the 
Suaheli Sultanate became a German protectorate in 1885 and remained so 
until July 1890, when it was ceded to England in exchange for the Island 
of Heligoland. Since that time it has been an English protectorate, but its 
independence is guaranteed by both powers. The postage stamps were 
manufactured in Wito and used from 1885 until 1890. Very few specimens 
have reached Europe. The stamps were printed with metal stamps, which 
were cut in the country itself and printed in Wito. It is said that soot was 
used for the first impressions, later on stamping ink and printer’s ink. The 
stamps did not bear any denomination of value, but the color of the paper is 
used to indicate these. The following are known: 

(1 pesa) light green, 
(2 pesas) yellow, 

(3 pesas) brick red, 
(4 pesas) rose, 
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(5 pesas) dark red, 
(1 rupee) light brown, 
I pesa = 234 pf. 

“The stamps are in Arabic characters and printed in white on dark ground. 
This is caused by the fact that the native engraver could more readily en- 
grave the letters than raise them. All stamps and seals of the Arabs, Suaheli, 
&c., are cut in Cameo. 

“I take pleasure in sending you for inspection the two envelopes with the 
stamps thereon, and I hope to see the record of these newly discovered 
rarities in your journal. The inscription on the stamps reads “‘ postage stamp 
of the Suaheli Sultanate.” 

The values in pesas are of equal size, but show slight differences in the 
engraving. We illustrate the stamp of 2 pesas at theleft, while the illus- 
tration at the right shows the 1 rupee stamp which is much larger.

These varieties, 
with those noted elsewhere, are giving a distinctly “Obocky” tone to our 
Tasmanian friends Postal Administration.

off the coast of Uruguay.”

Mr. Wm, T, Curtis exhibited part of his collection U, S. Colombian 
stamps of which the following is a partial description; a document of 6 stamps 
of the first issue of Cauca in magnificent condition. Three of these were 
uncut. 


NoTe:—a poor specimen of this was sold at auction not long since for 
$326.00. 
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Two unused stamps of the second issue of Cauca with value 5. Of this 
stamp a poor specimen sold at $140.00. 

Complete sheets of first issue of Tolima. This includes varieties of paper 
and color, such as white, blue, and buff paper, in wove, laid, batonné and 
quadrille, In this assortment were two entire sheets while the balance were 
made up of pairs and blocks. 

An entire sheet of Antioquia of 1885(?) roc red which showed the soc error. 
This error was obliterated by the printer but enough of the type still remain- 
ed so that the error could be distinctly seen. 

A complete sheet of Antioquia Prov. (Medellin), 5c black on yellow show- 
ing the 2% uncut. This is seldom seen this way. 

Tolima error roc in sheet of 5c brown, 
Tolima error roc in sheet of 2%c yellow. 

A number of telegraph stamps used postally and postal stamps used as tele- 
graph. 

Also several varieties of quarter and half stamps used postally and stamps 
having impressions on back as well as face. 

In addition were many specimen of interest and impossible to enumerate 
them all, suffice to mention that such as double perforation part perforated, 
téte béche, blocks showing varieties were represented. 

Mr. Curtis has the last issue of Cauca, being on entire sheet. Of this 
stamp much has been written that they were of doubtful origin. For the 
genuineness of this stamp Mr. Curtis has authority and knows that they were 
used, 

In regard to the matter of Cauca stamps Mr. Curtis says, although they are 
now withdrawn from circulation they have been used and are genuine. He 
has seen the order for the making of these stamps and knows positive that 
they were officially recognized, by the different towns on the River Atrato 
and other towns of the province to investigate in the offices of the proper 
officials they can themselves find out the truth of the above assertion. 

Now the letters of the towns where the Cauca stamps were used and where 
there are no offices for the sale of “National’’ stamps, the letters are for- 
warded “to collect” stating the amount due and signed by the Postmaster.
